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Arbitration and /fie Peace of fine World. 


It is extraordinary to find a labor leader objecting to arbitration 


as a mode of adjusting international disputes, but a latter-leader in 
Chicago is reported to have denounced all arbitration, which he calls 
a "plutocratic dodge!" 
International arbitration was devised, ac- 


cording to his idea, to insure the payment of national debts. "It is 
a device to strengthen the mortgage hold the plutocrats have ob- 
tained on the nations of the world," he exclaimed. "Arbitration in 
labor disputes," he said, "is a trick by which la°bor is induced to sur- 
render its rights, to take less than its due." 


Unfortunately the speaker did not suggest anything to take the 


place of arbitration. 
He did not.propose any other method of ad- 


justing disputes between employers and employes. 
Indeed he left 


the whole question where it was before—the workingmen having 
no weapon but the strike to enforce their demands and the employ- 
ers no method of comparing disputes with the body of their em- 
ployes. The individual workingman is always at a disadvantage in 
dealing with the employer, and it is distinctly to the advantage of 
workingmen in general to be able to adjust all differences for the 
whole body in a single employ. 


Judging from the tenor of his remarks the Chicago labor leader 


above quoted is a Socialist. Apparently he is in favor of repudiat- 
ing national debts and putting intercourse between nations on a 
basis that will produce perpetual friction. Perhaps he believes that 
the resulting conflict will bring about the downfall of all the politi- 
cal systems now in existence that society may be reconstructed on 
a Socialistic basis. This is a conclusion, however, 'and may not ac- 
curately represent what the speaker had in mind. It is clear though 
that he regards arbitration as giving strength to the existing,political 
order. It will do this because it will put an end, to war and ulti- 
mately lead to a diminution of military establishments and perhaps 
to general disarmament. International comity will be maintained in 
accordance with an established code, and all disputes will be adjudi- 
cated by methods prescribed by that code and in accordance with 
the principles it lays down. There will be peace with justice and 
amity, and no nation will be permitted to wrong and despoili an- 
other nation any more than one individual is allowed to maltreat or 
plunder another. 
. 
. 


Arbitration will lift an enormous burden of taxation from the 


shoulders of all civilized nations. This taxation is now levied to 
•maintain great standing armies and build fleets of battlesjhips. These 
great armies and fleets take millions of men in the flower of their 
youth from useful employments and keep them under arms, where 
they have to be paid and supported by the labor of others. Arbitra- 
tion will lead to the abolition of this system. First, it will stop de- 
vastation and bloodshed and then it will abolish unnecessary taxa- 
tion and in time return to productive employment the millions who 
now do nothing but wear uniforms and parade, with rifles and bayo- 
nets. 
.

In the industrial world arbitration accomplishes the same results. 


It will give peace and steady employment. It will be unnecessary to 
levy strike funds and obviate the enforced idleness of great bodies 
of workingmen who are either locked out or called out on strike. The 
man at work will not be taxed to pay the wages of pickets or sup-, 
port men called out on strike. 
There will be an established order 


in the industrial world because disputes will be adjudicated in'ac- 
cordance with established principles and by regularly prescribed 
methods. 


But the man who wishes to 'destroy the existing political system' 


and the established social order is very - naturally opposed to any 
plan or scheme that will give peace and amity to mankind, .that will 
banish conflicts and remove their cause. The man who wants to tear 
clown does not want, the existing social order strengthened 
and 


placed on a more enduring basis. Therefore he is for.war, not peace; 
for the continuance and not the abatement of evils and-injustices.' 
His aim is to perpetuate the evils and injustice till they provoke a 
general break-up of the social and political order. From the ruin he 
would bring about he hopes to see arise a new system more to his 
liking. 


Apparently that is what this Chicago man has in view. Disorder 


and injustice are means to an end with him. He is willing to in- 
volve the whole world in chaos and ruin to further a dream -which 
he hopes to see realized. His dream is an ignis fatuus that has.de- 
luded and misled mankind since the dawn of civilization, but like 
alchemy and other spurious sciences it continues to dupe and mis- 
direct the human mind. Its policy is expressed in the old story of 
the farmer who burned clown1 the barn to get rid of the rats. The 
rats disappeared of course, but so did the barn and the farmer's har- 
vest. There was nothing left. 


The ladies of the Equal Suffrage League have unearthed the 


fact that way back in 1870 Colonel John P. Irish offered a resolution: 
in the Iowa Legislature favoring the enfranchisement of women, 
and they are making a great ado over his apparent change of mind. 
But men arc perpetually changing- their minds. 
Occasionally a 


woman changes hers. John Newman would not have died a cardi- 
nal of the Roman Church had he not changed in his religious belief, 
nor would Martin Luther have created a religious revolution in Ger- 
many had he not.changed his.mind. But if the ladies condemn'a 
man for changing his views.in one direction, how can they • co'nsist- 
ently blame other men for changing in the opposite direction? Some 
men, 
also editors, who are today advocating Suffrage for women 


•were vigorously opposing it a few years ago. 
Unless men change 


their minds the suffrage amendment .will not carry. A great man 
once said; "Wise men often change their minds, fools never." 
Colonel Irish was young and callow in 1870. We doubt not that-he 
has changed his views on many questions slnc'e then, and we pre- 
sume that some of his critics have altered their opinions. 
A dozen 


years ago, Hon. Duncan E. McKiniay was opposing woman suffrage; 
irow he is eloquently advocating it. However, the women are not 
different from the men in applauding the convert and denouncing 
Ine apostate. 
The man who • deserts the other fellow's flag is all 


right. The man who deserts your flag is all wrong. 


If Champ Clark has no better argument than calling the Presi- 


dent a liar, lie is a pitiful case indeed. The public has sickened of 
that kind of retort. 
During the last administration it obtained a 


kind of vogue, but it has never reached a dignified level.' It is noth- 
ing more than an exhibition of ianger and bad manners and hence is 
beneath consideration.

The Purpose of Annexation. 


The editor of the San Francisco Chronicle has the annexation 


bug very firmly fixed in his mind. He holds out the seductive sug- 
gestion that Oakland .will get a lower'tax rate by allowing herself 
to be annexed to San Francisco. 
Even if that were so,..she would 


surrender something .of infinitely greater value than a terriporary 
saving in taxes. But it is foolish to suppose that San -Francisco 
wants to annex Oakland merely to assist in paying our taxes. The 
purpose the annexationists have in view is entirely different. They 
desire to get control of the political machinery of this city that it 
r;iay be worked to the advantage of San Francisco. .Of course, no- 
botdy i,n San Francisco desires to injure Oakland. 
The- desire is to 


benefit San Francisco in ways that will be greatly to the disadvan- 
tage of Oakland.. Human selfishness is a queer logician. 
The men- 


tal processes it pursues is-often devious and difficult to explain on 
any hypothesis of fairness. 
It never occurred to San Francisco 


that the annexation of Oakland was desirable till this city regained 
control of "her waterfront and began-.to construct a dock and wharf 
system. 
Then the Idea suggested itself that it would be a .good 


thing—for San Francisco—if -San Francisco were permitted to man- 
age the docks and wharves the people of Oakland have taxed them- 
selves to build. San Francisco does'not propose to help pay the 
taxes of Oaklanders,.. but she would like to handle the business of 
Oakland. And that's the milk in the annexation cocoanut. 


It is not proposed to abandon the Panama railroad when the 


canal is finished. Instead the road will be placed in the highest state 
of efficiency, the plan being to keep it. in condition to handle traffic 
in case emergency or temporary stoppage of traffic through the 
canal. It is expected that the .road will handle considerable pas- 
senger, traffic between Colon and Panama and that many through 
travelers coming by ship will'cross the isthmus.by rail, for the sake 
of the quicker-trip and the better opportunities for sight-seeing. It 
will take probably ten hours for a ship'to pass through the canal, 
but one can ride across by rail in an hour.
